49 . Correction of decision . - Clcrical or arithmetical mio 
takes in any decibion or order of the Tribunal, or crrors arising 
thcrcin from any accidental slip or omission , may at any tinc 
be corrected by the Tribunal either of its own inotion or on 
the application of any of the parties. 


50 . General power to amend . — The Tribunal may at any 
time, and on such terms as to costs or utlerwise as it decms 
fit , amend any defect or error in any proceeding before it; and 
all necessary amendments shall be made for the purpose of 
determining the real question of issue raised by or depending 
on such proceeding. 


51. Interlocutory orders .-- The Tribunal may pass, vary or set 
aside , ex parte or after hearing, such interlocutory orders, 
including temporary injunctions, as may be necessary. 


48 . Ladian Evidence Act to apply . The provisions of the 
Indian Evidence Act, 1872 , shall generally be followed in 
proccedings before the Tribunal; provided that, in the dis 
cretion of the Tribunal, any of its provisions nay be relaxed 
in order that needful and proper evidence may be convenicnt 
ly, inexpensively and speedlly produced in the interests of 
justice, while preserving the substantial rights of the parties , 


52. Enlargement or abridgement of time. The Tribunal 
may enlarge or abridge the time for doing any act or taking 
any proceeding upon such terms as the justice of the came 
may require ; provided that the period prescrlbed for applying 
for setting aslde an order of dismissal of complaint or an 
ex - parte decislon shall not be abridged , 


44 . Affidavit. - (1) The evidence at the hearing of a com 
plaint may be taken cithcr by affidavit or viva voce, or partly 
by affidavit and partly by viva voce ; provided that If either 
party intends to rely on any evidence by affidavit, he shall, at 
least 10 days before the hearing , deliver or send by registered 
post to the other party a copy of the affidavit intended to be 
used , falling which he shall not be allowed to use the same 
except by special leave of the Tribunal, 


55. Oomputation of time. In all cases in which a particular 
number of days is prescribed by these rules or in an order 
passed by the Secretary or thc Tribunal, the game shall be 
reckotied exclusively of the first day and inclusively of the 
last day, and if the office of the Tribunal is closed on tho 
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last day , the time shall be reckoned exclusively of that day 
also . If on any day on which an act is required to be 
done by a party the office is closed , it may be done on the 
day on which the office next opens . 

54 . Application . These rules shall mutatis mutandis be 
applicable to the disposal of cases where a rallway administra 
tion is an applicant under section 41A . 

55. Reference . - A reference to the Tribunal for inquiry and 
report shall be in the form of a letter addressed to the 
Secretary of the Tribunal and sent by registered post.

for inquiry and report, and 
(b ) all information in the possession of the Central Gov 

ernment which that Government may think relevant 

to thc matter before thc Tribunal 
56 . Public notification of inquiry - The Tribunal may, at 
any stage, publish a notification , either generally about the 
inquiry or about any of the proceedings in connection there 
with , to enable the trades or trade associations or persons 
interested in the inatter to submit their memoranda of recom 
mendations or offer oral cvidence at the inquiry, 

57 . Public inquiry . - At the discretion of the Tribunal, a 
public inquiry may be held at a time and place announced 
by, public notification . 

58 . Report of thc enquiry. The report of the inquiry shall 
be submitted to the Central Government, and that Govern 
ment may , if it thinks fit, release it to the public. 

59 . Commissions for inquiry - For purposes of inquiry , the 
Tribunal may issule such commissions and summon such 
witnesses as it may consider necessary , 


64. Certified copia of record . Unless specially ordered 
otherwisc lix the Iribunal, a party to a proceeding shall be 
entitled to have certified copies of any part of the record 
of the proceeding . Such certified copies shall be prepared 
in the office of the I ribunal and charged as certified copic 
arc charged in the Madras High Court 

65 . Remittances. - All monies to be paid to or deposited 
with the Tribunal shall be paid in cash at the officc of the 
Tribunal or remitted by crossed postal order or crossed bank 
draft in favour of the Secretary . 

66 . Refund or recovery against deposit. - After the conclu 
sion of a cage , the Secretary shall calculate the amount spent 
out of the deposit made hy each party and cither return to 
him the excess oi recover from him the deficit, As the cage 
may be . 

67 . Forms and regłaters. - The Tribunal may prescribe the 
forms of notices and registers and other records to be main 
tained in its office . 

68 . Practice of Madras High Court adopted - Where not 
inconsistent with these rules, the general prindples of practice 
or any particular practice of the Madras High Court Inay 
be adopted and applied at the discretion of the Tribunal 
to proceedingt before it. 

69 . Saving of inherent powers of Tribunal. - Notwithstanding 
anything contained in the foregoing rules, the Tribunal may 
make such orders as it may consider necessary for the ends 
of justice or to prevent abuse of the process of the Tribunal.

61 . Hours of the Tribanal and its Office . - Unless otherwise 
specially ordered by the Chairman , the working hours of the 
Tribunal shall be from 11 a .m . to 1.13 p . in . and 2 .00 p .m . 
to 4 .45 p .m , on all week days except Saturdays , and the work 
ing hours of the office shall be from 10 .45 a .d . to 1. 30 p .m . 
and 2 .00 - p . m . to 4 .45 p .m ,, except that the office shall close 
at 4 p .m . on Saturdays and remain closed on the penultimate 
Saturday of every month . 


62 . Holidays and vacations. - The Tribunal shall have the 
same holidays and vacations as the Madray High Court , but 
the office siiall remain open during the vacation to transact 
its normal business. No party shall be entitled to cxtension 
of time on the ground of a vacation .
